THE WESTERN CITIES 

Delegates representing the urban municipal- 
ities of Saskatchewan met in Saskatoon, a 
hundred strong, and served something like an 
ultimatum on the Provincial and Dominion 
Governments on the subject of unemploymen: 
relief 

The executive was instructed to proceed to 
Regina and there urge the unanimous opinion 
of the convention that this is a national, rot a 
local responsibility, and should be taken care of 
by the Governments. The résolution further 
states that conditions in that province amount 
to a “calamity” and an “emergency of national 
character,” some of the municipalities being on 
the verge of financial collapse because of the 
assistance they had given the Governments in 
meeting the demands for relief. 

This is substantially in accord with views 
expressed at the recent convention of delegates 
from Alberta municipalities held in this city. 

The city of Winnipeg was told by the bank 
a week ago that it can borrow no more money, 
and Premier Bracken promptly declared the 
province could do no more, than it is already 
doing to meet the relief demand—which there 
too is the immediate cause of the predicament. 

The cities of the three prairie provinces are 
thus shown to be in a position no better than 
they were in three of four yearss ago, when 
they joined to make urgent representations at 
Ottawa that they could not stand the continuing 
drain of relief costs. What the city councils then 
foresaw has come to pass. 

With this difference, it is not now a matter 
only of the Governments relieving the cities 
of these runious impositions. The question now 
also arises of what the Governments are going 
to do to re-establish the financial stability of the 
cities they have all but wrecked

HIGHER WAGES, FEWER STRIKES 

The British trade union Movement seems to 
have carried bargaining skill to a high pitch in 
the past year, Strikes have been few, and in- 
creases in wages many. Important increases 
were made in coal-mining, railway, building and 
enginéering wages in the first part of the year; 
and in December 100,000 cotton workers secured 
a rise of about 5 per cent. and 200,000 wool 
workers a rise of 10 per cent. The total changes 
in wages for the first 11 months of the year 
reported to the Ministry of Labour resulted in 
a net increase of about £422,000 a week in the 
full-time rate of wages of 3,520,000 workers and 
in a net decrease of £150 a week in those of 500 
workers. Nevertheless, the “aggregate duration 
in working days of all disputes in progress” in 
the first 11 months of 1936 was actually less 
than in the first 11 months of 1935. Both em- 
ployers and unions, in fact, would seem to have 
considerably developed the technique of finding 
a compromise without a strike, Threats of 
strikes have been no less frequent in the present 
upward movement of trade than may be con- 
sidered normal, but actual major strikes have 
been substantially fewer. Both the United States 
and France could here learn a lesson from Great 
Britain in the benefits of orderly collective bar- 
gaining —The Economist. 


STAND UP TO MUSSOLINI 

According to our Geneva correspondent, Brit- 
ish influence was used to dissuade Senor del 
Wayo from thoroughly exposing the character of 
Italian and German intervention and the Brit- 
ish press from emphasizing the evidence of the 
White Paper. Such a policy is mistaken. Its 
motive, no doubt, is to prevent Germany and 
Italy from being “irritated” just when we are 
hoping that they will join in withdrawing non- 
Spanish combatants and when also, parhaps, 
Germany is showing herself rather more ready 
to talk with us in the European field. And, of 
course, we desire Italy and Germany to co- 
operate in the withdrawal, and we desire Ger- 
many to talk with us sincerely about the Eur- 
opean question. But it must be done with some 
regard to principle. Something is due to Jus- 
tice, something to Spain. The intervention of 
Italy and Germany has taken the forms of the 
most systematic aggression; they exist and the 
offence lies in their existence, but the best hope 
of making their repetition impossible is to bring 
them now to the light of day. True, Mussolini 
may be irritated if his activities in Spain are 
faithfully revealed; the truth is often irritat- 
ing. But if we keep discreetly silent about what 
he has been doing and he says, “They are afraid 
of me” (which would be true), “so I will go 
ahead,” where will the process stop?—Man- 
chester Guardian. 


THE SOCIAL CREDIT PLEDGE 
The taking of pledges from members that 
they will abdicate for the time being (which is 
what their promises amounts to) is in accord 
with the political theory of Major C. H. Douglas, 
author of Social Credit economics. In fact, the 
wording of the pledge shows clearly it was 
written by one in close touch with the Major's 
thinking. Probably G. F. Powell, lately arrived 
in Alberta as Douglas's agent, drew the docu- 
ment, which might have come right out of the 
Major's latest book, “The Alberta Experiment - 
Quotation from that work to illustrate his pol- 
itical ideas is in order. Major Douglas says (on 
pages 48 and 53 of the new book): 
“That democracy consists in empowering 
a set of pseudo-experts, elected by majori- 
ties of non-experts at stated intervals, to 
pass highly technical laws which are ultim- 
ately enforceable by all the tremendous 
powers of the state, and become effective 
upon those institutions and organizations 
which perform the positive functions of pro- 
duction and distribution—institutions which 
do, in fact, provide the primary excuse for 
the existence of the state itself—is, and must 
be, an illusory conception. ... The place of 
the expert is in functional activity, and not 
in the formulation of general policy. He 
should be on tap, not on top. He is, in the 
widest sense of the word, a producer; and 
the nature of things places a producer al- 
ways in the position of a taker of orders in 
regard to objective, while being a giver of 
orders in regard to method.”—Winnipeg

NO REDUCTION! 

Financial papers and authorities have been 
generous in their praise of* the work of the 
Local Government Board of Saskatchewan, and 
of its able chairman, Mr. 8. P. Grosch, and have 
freely stated that had Ontario had such a board 
to function as Saskatchewan's Board has func- 
tioned holders of municipal bonds in that prov- 
ince, and in other provinces, would have been 
saved many thousands of dollars lost through 
municipal defaults. The Local Government 
Board was a grand institution so long as the 
bondholders were getting the lion’s share of the 
protection and the benefits. But now that “the 
last dollar” of the World War costs has come 
prominently into the picture, now that the 
deepest world depression has left its mark upon 
every piece of real estate that exists, now that 
seven years of unprecedented drought in the 
West has stripped the property owners of their 
equity in their holdings and taken from them 
their earning power in their personal capacity, 
the bondholders do not seem to be prepared to 
accept the judgment of the Local Government 
Board in the matter of one year's relief from a 
burden too heavy for Moose Jaw to carry 

(A 40 eent reduction in bond interest 
rates year.) 

A writer in the Financia) Post reveals that 
this attitude on the part of the bondholders is 
due not to any real fault that can be found with 
the Board's order issued on the merits of Moose 
Jaw’'s petition and supporting brief, but rather 
because of a fear that “if the order of the Board 
is permitted to stand there will probably be a 
clamor from other Saskatchewan municipalities 
for similar treatment even though it might not 
be justified.” The answer to this fear is the ques- 
tion: “Since when has the Local Government 
Board of Saskatchewan issued an order that has 
been unjust to bondholders?” That is a question 
that Mr. Fortin will find difficult to answer

Passing Show

With the June sitting of the 1937 Legisla- 
ture safely ended, the thoughts of this subject 
now turn to the delights of summer holidaying. 
It is more straining to listen to the legislators 
with close attention than to take part in de- 
liberations. 

Like ancient Gaul, the 1937 Legislature is 
divided into three parts. The first ended on a 
note of insurrection; the second ended on a note 
of hope. We shall have to wait till October to 
find out what the final note will be.

Elsewhere I have remarked on the painful 
paucity of debating skill in the 1937 Legislature. 
In thirty years of watching Legislatures in four 
Canadian provinces, none has shown itself so 
weak as this. 

It was not so marked last year, when the 
House held Hon. W. R. Howson, Mr. L. A. Giroux 
and George H. Van Allen, K.C. Repeating of 
election speeches by government back-benchers 
helped mask their limitations. With the im- 
possibility of continuing to hail the advent of the 
New Millenium, and with the Liberal Opposition 
weakened by the loss of its three ablest debators, 
the 1937 Legislature, like the cld gray mare 
“ain't what she used to be”.

If debating skill has been weak, the order of 
courtesy demanded from members—especially 
from Opposition members—has been extra- 
ordinarily high. Ordinary words of reproof, 
especially if tinged with jocularity, were objected 
to by government members—and the objections 
usually sustained. 

When the Right Reverend Bishop Tanner was 
Speaker last year, the House was so thin-skinned 
that it objected to being called “thin-skinned”. 
So Bishop Tanner—to give him his highest title 
—ruled that it is unparliamentary to refer to a 
Minister as “thin-skinned”. 

The present Speaker, Rev. Peter Dawson, last 
week ruled that it is unparliamentary to accuse 
the Premier of “stalling” on his promises to 
introduce Social Credit. He ordered the Liberal 
leader to withdraw the remark, to which the 
Premier had taken offense. In the same debate 
he upheld the objection of a government member 
who accused Mr. Tremblay of having pointed his 
hand at him while speaking. In the ultra-polite 
circles of Alberta law-making, it is now an 
offense against the rules to point towards a 
government member whilst speaking. 

What we may have lacked in talent we have 
more than made up in manners.

I've been reading in Bennison’s new book, 
“Giants on Parade”, the inside story of the most 
dramatic of all heavyweight world victories, that 
of Battling Siki, the Senegalese, over Georges 
Carpentier the idol of the European ring. Ben- 
nison, a prominent writer on sport calls it “the 
most poignant experience in my newspaper 
career”. It shows the folly of under-rating an 
opponent. It turned out to be as tragic for Siki 
as for Carpentier. 

The gorgeous Georges was so sure of beating 
Siki that he didn’t trouble to train for the fight 
in the Velodrome Buffalo in Paris. “Just sit and 
watch the monkey that Georges will make of 
Siki,” Descamps, Carpentier’s trainer, told 
Bennison, who acted as a judge that night. 

Debonair as ever, the gallant Georges blew 
kisses at his countrymen when he entered the 
ring to thunderous applause. Wanting to give 
the customers a ‘run for their money, Georges 
toyed with the “scared and trembling Siki” in- 
stead of knocking him cold with a first blow as 
he did Joe Beckett. Suddenly Siki, with shut 
eyes, knocked Carpentier down for the count 
with a right. Had Carpentier been in training 
he could easily escaped or beaten the blow. 

Referee Henri Bernstein in the mad melee, 
declared Carpentier winner on a foul, but the 
judges awarded the fight to Siki 

Carpentier in mortification hid himself in his 
Champs Elysees apartment, while Siki proceeded 
to hold high revel in the cafes of Montmarte 
Descamps, grown old in a night with anger, 
lay in wait for the negro with a gun, vowing 
to shoot him dead. 

Siki ran amok. He ecareered along the 
boulevards with a donkey tied to his automobile 
Later he sauntered abroad with a lion cub at the 
end of a chain. Surrounded by white women he 
went to Dublin where Mike McTigue battered 
him to bits, as military with rifles and bombs 
surrounded the building to keep the audience 
from leaving before 11:30. After his defeat poor 
Siki went to New York where he was stabbed 
to death in Hell's Kitchen. 

“A more monstrous r&gro in the guise of a 
fighter I cannot recall,” says Bennison of Siki, 
afraid to go in the ring with McTigue, and 
equally afraid of being shot if he refused to 
fight.

A Day in Canadian History 


The people of Canada had a new 
| sovereign on June 21, 1837, but they 
did not know it until August fol- 
lowing. It was on June 20, a hun- 
\dred years ago, that Princess Vie- 
toria came to the throne of Great 
Britain and Ireland, so that, for 
six weeks at least, the people of 
Canada were paying allegiance to 
and drinking the health to a king 
who had passed on. It seems strange 
in these days when news travels 
with the rapidity of light that so 
long a time should have clapsed, 
but there were no cables or steam- 
ships and our forefathers had to 
wait for the monthly packet of news 
| via Halifax or New York. 

How different was the situation 
/50 and 60 years later. In 1887 we 
in Canada, recovering from our own 
celebration of Queen Victoria's gold- 
en jubilee, read in our morning 
papers the story of what had taker 
place in London, and ten years 
later, on the occasion of the dia- 
mond jubilee, again looking back 
upon a day of loyal demonstration 
across the new Canada of that time, 
we read the story of that mighty 
procession in which Laurier and 
the Canadian troops “stole the 
show” and the world began to real- 
ize the fact that the lion's cubs 
were growing up and were ready 
to fight or fall ~with the Mother, 
We thought that marvellous 50 and 
40 years ago. What would we have 
said then if we had been told that
